Chicago, July 19.—Foundation 
stones for a new party on which 
to unite all third party movements 
were laid when the committee of 
forty-eight and the single tax party 
joined in their first national con- 
vention to draft a platform and pick 
nominees who, they hope, will win 
the support of ten or a dozen liberal 
organizations. 

The first day’s session, devoted 
to keynote speeches and organi- 
zation work, developed as' many 
different views as there were fac- 
tions represented. Rules, resolutions 
and nomination for permanent of- 
ficials were debated step by step 
and at times acrimoniously. Allen 
McCurdy, of New York, the tem- 
soon chairman, and J. A. H. How”,

? tent ¥y-olght. maintained order with dif- 


ficulty. 

Division between the liberal and 
radical élements was brought out 
in the rules debate whén Swinburne 
Hale, of New York, said the state 
delegations were divided "51 per cent 
liberal and 49 per cent radical.” He 
was pleading for a change in the 
rules that would prevent the radi- 
cals being out-voted by the major- 
ity liberals, but the majority ruled 
and his' plea was lost. 

Single-Taxers May Bolt. 

Participation of the single-taxers 
in today’s convention followed an 
earlier session at which they decided 
to present their platform demands 
and views on candidates. They are 
understood to be willing to accept 
eifher Charles H. Ingersoll, watch 
manufacturer, or Amos Pinchot, one 


/of the leaders of the committee of 


forty-eight, for prievaaetihigpeotel- 
nee. They are opposed, theif lead- 
ers say, to accepting Robert M. La 
Follette, the favorite presidential 
candidate of the forty-eighters, an@ 
may bolt the convention and select 
their own ticket if La Follette is 
nominated. 

Determination of the single-tax- 
ers’ course was declared toe be con- 
tingent upon three things; fjrst, the 
platform, which they said, Must in- 
clude a single-tax plank; second, 
the Gandidate; and third, the name 


of the party. 
The party name promises to de- 


velop a fight. Members of the 
single tax group want some ref- 
erence to their®° name incorporated 
in the party platform. The labor 
party of the United States, whose 
convention gets under way tomor- 
row, is willing to join the third 
party movement, and probably will 
accept La Follette as a candidate, 
but dernands that the word “labor 
be included in the party designa- 
tion. 
270 Required te Neominete. 

As organized today, the commit~ 
tee of 48 convention numbered 539 
accredited delegates with a major- 
ity “of 270 required to nominate. 
The 639 included, in addition to the 
forty-eighters and single taxers 
fraternal delegates from non-parti- 
san league. Triple alliance of the 
northwest, Farmers National coun- 
cil, People’s Money league, the Pro- 
ducers league, and Consumers 
league, and several other organi- 
zations. The committee of forty- 
eight embraces a number of well- 
known liberal leaders, some of 
whom were prominent in Bull 
‘Moose movement of four and eight 
years ago.

It was so with 
the great tax equalization law of 
1913, which never at any stage com- 
manded a majority of the house. It 
Was probably so with the highway 
department reorganization act of 
last year, the essential feature of 
whichthe enacting legislature was 
prevented from repealing by the act 
of the governor. Just as an en- 
lightened public opinion seems to 
have placed the equalization law be- 
yond the peril of serious attack, so 
the friends of a state system of 
roads believe it will be with the 
highway law after the pepole are 
givem a fair opportunity of seeing 
it in operation. 

State road advocates see in the 
action of the appropriations com- 
mittee last week in adversely re- 
porting the Knight resolution, 
which would, they feel sure, waste 
the motor vehicle fund by scatter- 
ing it in small quantities among 
the counties, a brave and patriotic 
action of lasting significance to the 
state. It will probably mean that 
the county distribution plan-.can not 
be brought to a vote in the house 
this year.

POLES WITHDRAW 


Retreat Before Bolsheviki 
Reported as Orderly and 
in Accordance With Pre- 
Arranged Plans. 


Warsaw, July 9.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Withdrawal of the 
Polish lines on the entire battle 
front, is continuing, according to 
an announcement here today, and 
there is little fighting except rear 
guard actions here and there.

Supperting the claims of south- 
ern witnesses, representatives of 
more than a score of steel manu- 
facturers informed the commission 
that a shutdown of the steel in- 
dustry was imminent unless bet- 
ter car service was afforded. Be- 
lief that any general suspension of 
industry would be averted, how-

lard, chairman of the advisory 
committee of the association of 
railway. executives. 

Industries in Georgia were said 
by C.F. Cotterill, of Atlanta, repre- 
senting the Georgia Manufacturers’ 
association, to be receiving not 
more than 15 per cent of the re- 
quired number of cars. Mr. Cot- 
terill, further declared: that unless 
improved car service was afforded 
soon, many families ‘throughout 
the south would suffer through the 
suspension of work. 

Seuth’s Cars Diverted. 

While southern ‘railroads, Mr. 
Cotterill said, were better supplied 
with cars than the northern ocar- 
riers, the excess of the southern 
roads had been diverted to the 
north. 

The Louisville & Nashville rail- 
road, said Mr. Cotterill, had only 
one-half of its cars on its lines. 
Mr. Willard challenged this asser- 
tion, saying that the Louisville & 
Nashville now had about 66 per 
cent of its cars in its own custody. 
Mr. Willard added that arrange- 
ments had been made to increase 
the Louisville & Nashville car sup- 
ply. 

“The steel mills are blocked with 
products, many closed and others 
will be before July 20 unless some 
relief can be had,” declared J. F, 
Townsend, spokesman for the steel 
men, who explained that 28,300 cars 
would be required to move 1,500,000 
tons of steel products, which are 
piled up awaiting shipment. 

Mr. Willard conceded that prac- 
tically all space available for stor- 
ing steel was in use, but predicted 
that the mills “can be kept going” 
by the shippers and the local car 
service committees co-operating in 
the dally assignment of available 
cars.

Spa, Belgium, July 10—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The German 
representatives’ presentation of 
their coal and economic situation 
to the representatives of the allied 
governments here today won for 
them further concessions from the 
conference in an agreement to have 
German and allied experts consider 
the coal question. It was another 
day marked by forceful language, 
the presiding officer, Premier Dela- 
croix, of Belgium, interrupting 
Hugo Stinnes, the German coal op- 
erator, in hjs presentation of the 
Situation when he referred to those 
“afflicted with the disease of vic- 
tory.” 

Both Stinnes and Otto Hue, pres- | 
ident of the German Miners’ Na+ 
tional asseciation, said the threat- 
ened occupation of the Ruhr would 
only serve to stop production. 
Stinnes said such occupation might 
result in riots and revolution, and 
he denied the accuracy of the al- 
lied figures with regard to German 
coal production. 

Hue said the diplomats might or- 
der coal, but only the miners could 
produce it. He advocated the six- 
hour day for increasing the dutput, 


declaring the American, British 
and French miners approved this 
view. é 


Simona Regrets Remarks. 

After the conference had turned 
over the coal problem to the ex- 
perts, Dr, Walter Simons, the Ger- 
man foreign minister, on behalf of 
the German delegation, expressed 
regret that Stinnes had spoken in 
a disagreeable manner. Discussing 
reparations, Dr. Simons said he 
would be able to announce the Ger- 
man plan tomorrow.

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WELFARE IS READY 


Burr Blackburn, Secretary 
of the State Board, Tells. 
What the Organization 
Hopes to Accomplish. 


The first annual report of the 
state board for public welfare, which 
is just off the press. proves that 
while this new branch of state gov- 
ernment has been in existence only 
about one year, that much work has 
been accomplished. 

Burr Blackburn, formerly con- 
nected with national headquarters of 
the Red Cross, and for many years 
prominent in social work. has re- 
cently arrived in Atlanta to assume 
the office of secretary of the board, 
succeeding Phillip Weltner, Mr. 
Weltner was serving in this capaci- 
ty until a@ permanent secretary 
could be appointed. 

The state board of public welfare 
was Created by an act of the legisla- 
ture in 1919, for the purpose of vis- 
itation and recommendation relative 
to the various jails, orphanages and 
other eleemosynary institutions of 
the state. The duties of the board 
were made strictly visitorial and ad- 
visory, without administrative or 
executive powers except as might 
afterwards be provided by law. 

Covers Three Months. 

The report just published covers 
the girst three months of the board's 
existence, and brings to light con- 
ditions in thirty-four private chil- 
dren’s homes, four state institutions, 
sixteen jails and eight almshouses. 
While the conditiong in some of 
these places are acceptable, in many 
Others changes should be made. 

The board is charged with the vis- 
itation, inspection and reporting on 
the administration and needs of 
more than seventy public and pri- 
vate state and county institutions— 
the State Training School for Boys 
and Girls, for the blind and deaf 
and the private homes and orphan- 
ages, witha total of morethan three 
thousand inmates—as well as one 
hundred and fifty-six county jails 
and about seventy almshouses. 

A careful study of conditions in 
the institutions with which they 
have to deal and efforts to remedy 
existing conditions in these institu- 
tions, also a campaign to eliminate 
promiscuous child-placing and_ to 
improve methods of pauper relief. 

Supervisory Boards. 

Supervisory boards have been ap- 
pointed in twenty-three states in 
the union, Georgia being one of the 
last to adopt the plan. \ 

Much of the work of the board is 


lof an educational nature, and it is 


stated in the report that plans are 
being made to make, the headquar- 
ters of the board a center of infor- 
mation and help on all social work 
for the state. 

“Among other things 
hope to accomplish,’ stated Mr. 
Blackburn, “are ngothers’ pensions, 
improved poor relief, extension of 
juvenile and court probation system 
throughout the state and higher 
standards in all public and private 
institutions. 

“In addition to our duties with the 
institutions, we stand ready to assist 
and advise all the public and private 
agencies or individuals who are 
working for social betterment in 
Georgia.” “

“John Dene of Toronto,” by Jen- 
kins; “The Tin Soldier,” by Temple

New York, July” 10.—(Special.)— 
With no further excuse for uncer-

Nfor- the light volume of trading 
which took place during the past 
week. The undertone was quite 
strong, but the broad active buy- 
ing movement which had been ex- 
pected as soon as the political 
atmosphere cleared was not in ev- 
idence. Money was easier, but the 
volume of loanable funds was not 
sufficient to finance a buying move- 
ment of importance. There aré 
many predictions that the money 
market will ease sufficiently to 
make this possible before the end 
of the current month. 

The feature of the market in the 
week just closed was the good de- 
mand for the oil stocks, several of 
which advanced to the higher lev- 
els of recent months. The oil 
business is reported to be enjoying 
the greatest prosperity on record, 
not only in the producing end but 
in the refining and marketing as 
well. Not only that, but compa- 
nies having good production of 
crude oll or the refineries in a po- 
sition to get their full requirements 
are expected to have even greater 
profits in the future. 

Equipments Also a Feature. 

The same conditions govern the 
equipment stocks, which have been 


quite strong also. 
tain to be several years of active 
demand for cars and locomotives, 
not only for use here, but probably 
there will be a continuous large ex- 
port demand. The steel stocks are 
also favored by the “long puli” 
speculators. Talk of stock divi-

The buying of high rade in- 
vestment securities has diminished 
in volume during the past week,

able for several weeks. There has 
continued a good demand for liber- 
ty bonds and foreign government 
bonds, however, while the specu- 
lative outldok is uncertain, with 
the possibilities that if the bull 
market materializes it will not last 
long, investment, stocks and bonds 
are expected to be in good demand 
for years to come. Investmehts 
a gentral rule are on a 7 per cent 
yield basis, or better. In the 
course of years, it is believed 
that they will again work back to 
a 41-2 to 5 per cent yield basis. 
possibly within five years. 

study of recent figures on 
bankruptcy in the United States 
reveals the fact that while there 
has not been any tendency towards 
increase in the actual number of 
failures, there has been a small 
increase in the total amount of lia- 
bilities. During the past year and 
a half, a period of unusual pros- 
perity in all lines of business, there 
have been fewer bankruptcies in 
comparison, than in any similar 
period in recent ytars. In the past, 
when a period of inflation was 
passing, the beginning of a new 
condition in the economic status 
has usually been marked by an in- 
crease in commercial failure. If 
this precedent is followed, and if 
there is to be a more marked re- 
action in business, it is possible 
that it will be heralded by increas- 
ing failures. 


Demand for Oil 


The current demand for all kinds 
of petroelum products, but most 
particularly for gasoline, fuel oil 
and lubricants, is heavier than ever 
before, with the present rate of 
consumption of crude oil also at a 
record high point. The latest esti- 
mates indicate that crude oi] is 
now being consumed ata rate of 
about °40,000,000 barrels a month, 
or at an annual rate close to 500,- 
000,000 barrels. The 1920 produc- 
tion of crude oil in the United 
States is expected to be not over 
420,000,000 barrels, and only a part 
of the deficiency in supply is made 
up by imports from Mexico, hence 
the stored surplus will be heavily 
drawn upon this year unless a new 
source of supply is found quite 
soon. The latest figures available, 
those of April 30, 1920, show that 
the stored surplus of the United 
States is about 125,000,000 barrels 
of crude oil, or gbout three months’ 
supply at the present rate of use. 
If there is the same proportionate 
increase in consumption In 1921 as 
in the past few years, and if there 
should be no increase in produc- 
tion by the end of next year the 
stored surplus would be reduced to 
half, or less, of the present total. 

It is planned to resume trading 
in wheat in the principal markets 
of the country on July 15. It is, 
the concensus of opinion that De- 
cember wheat will open at about 
$2.50 per bushel at Chicago. 

Copper sales at 19 cents a pound 
and slightly higher have been re- 
ported during the past week, +! 
though small lots are said to ha 
passed at prices below 19 cents. 
Domestic@edemand is said to be in- 
creasing rapidly. and foreign buy- 
ing is on a moderately large scale. 
As a result, selling interests are 
predicting a much better market 
and probably higher prices. : 

The steel trade is still serious- 
ly concerned by the car shortage. 
A number of cars which had been 
bringing raw matertals to steel 
mills or removing finished products 
were taken away for immediate use 
to move coal or grain. 

After showing strength early in 
the week as a result of short cov- 
ering and trade buying, cotton 
prices turned easier on news of fur- 
ther good weather. The condition 
report was more bearish than had 
been generally expected, but July 
seldom sees much improvement in 
the cotton crop. Unless’ this year 
is an exception, there cannot be a 
crop of much above 11,000,000 bales, 
and if there should be any serious 
damage before the crop is all pick- 
ed, there may be well under that 
figure. Therefore, although the 
June 25 condition report and sub- 
sequent news of good weather con- 
ditions have been against prices. 
there are still many traders in 
cotton who feel that prices will 
soon recover and possibly advance 
to new high levels. The bear point 
of view is that economic conditions 
are still against cotton prices, and 


that they will go much lower un-/}

RUSH OF BUYINE 
BOOMS CORN LIST 


Oats Followed Upward 
Trend of Corn, and Pro- 
visions Were Dull But 
Firm. 


Chicago, July 10.—Corn main- 
tained a strong ton® to the last and 
the fintsh was near the best prices 
for the day. The feature of the mar- 
ket was not.so much the buying as 
the lack of selling pressure, and the 
opinion prevailed that the big short 
lines have not been disturbed. Prices 
closed strong, with corn 4% to 5%ec 
higher. Oats finished 3 to 3%c 
above yesterday’s close and  pro- 
visionS were stronger as a whole. 
July pork and ribs were the excep- 
tions, being lower under liquidating 
Sales. 

Reports of the appearance of 
black rust in the northwest was re- 
sponsible for the wild bull market 
in corn. The trade was inclined to 
buy corn on the theory of compara- 
tive values, believing that any ad- 
vance in wheat as a result of the 
talk of rust, should be reflected in 
corn. Commission house buying, 
short covering and long purchases 
by the pit trade featured the mar- 
ket. Selling pressure at ho time 
was large. Receipts continued of 
good volume and the weather was 
reported ideal for corn, all indica- 
tions pointing to a bigger yield than 
estimated by the government yes- 
terday. 

Oats also showed much strength, 
because the government crop report 
was not so bearish as the trade had 
anticipated and this encouraged 
some short covering. Local buyers 
were encouraged to buy bythe 
strength in corn and the black rust 
reports in the rorthwest. 

An exceptionally slow and unin- 
teresting trade was noted in pro- 
visions with values covering a lim- 
ited range. The price trend, how- 
ever, was higher, largely because of 
the strength shown in hogs, which 
sold steady to 10 cents higher.

Barnum Says Every Ad- 
vance in Market Has 
Been Checked by High 
Money Rates—Looks for 
Ultimate Drop. . 


By KR. L. Sarnum. 


New York, July 10.—Wall street 
began to hear around the end of 
Jume that after July 4 the stock 
market was going to do much bet- 
ter. In some quarters it was pre- 


dicted that July and August would 


witness a decided récovery in prices. 
Jesse Livermore, the biggest plun- 
ger in Wall street, went on record 
in a published statement the last 
week in Jung that he held a large 
block of ' stocks for a rise. 
trader has e@ @ great deal of 
money this year on the short side 
of the market. Many brokers, both 
in and out of Wall street, took 
their cue from Livc.-more and 
switthed from the short to the long 
side of the market. What are the 
prospects for higher stock market 
prices during the rest of this month 
and during August? 

Without exceptio.. Wall street 
bankers are looking for a money 
squeeze during September, October 
or November. If money does get 
tight this autumn, as some Wall 
street bankers are now predicting, 
a decline in stock market prices at 
that time can be expected. 
such prospects ahead is it possible 
to have a bull market in stocks 
during July and August? 

Yes. That is exactly what did 
happen in the summer of 1907 after 
the “silent” bear panic of March of 
that year. 

1907 Decline Interrupted. 


Jacob H. Schiff and other promi- 
nent Wall street bankers began to 
make predictions in 1906 that the 
country was headed for trouble be- 
cause of the scarcity of money. In 
March of 1907 there was a tremen- 
dous decline in stock market prices. 
At that time It was not known who 
was selling. Afterwards it was 
learned that men like H. H. Rogers 
were throwing over the best secur- 
ities in their strong boxes to raise 
funds that had to be raised and 
could not be obtained from their 
own banks. But the big drop in 
prices did not come until the au- 
tumn of that year. What happened 
in the meantime? 

Here is the answer, the following 
table showing what happened to a 
number of stocks between the high 
priceg of January and the low prices 


of November:

Thus it is plain that despite the 
appraoching storm there was a de- 
cided recovery in stock market 
prices in July of 1907, most of the 
trading at that time being In rail- 
way shares. Now the question arises 
as to how existing money market 
conditions compare with those of 
1907. Is money today easier or 
tighter than it was at this time in 
1907 That is the key to the sit- 
uation. 

High Call Rate Intervened.

Increase in Peanuts. 


The increase in.peanut. acreage 
consists of a general extension of 
this crop to sections of the state 
farther north than heretofore, ard 
a replacement of cotton acreage 
in the.southern part of the state 
with increased plantings ‘n pea- 


} inter-planted:

nuts. Of the total peanut acreage 
reported, it is estimated that 323,- 
000 have been planted solid’ or to 
peanuts alone, while 228,000 have 
been planted with corn. The prin- 
cipal portion of the .solid. acreage, 
71 per cent, has been planted to the 
Spanfsh varieties, while almost the 
same proportion, .72 per cent, of the 
acreage -has been’ 
planted to the runner varieties. 
Judging from the present express- 
ed intention of farmers, about 192,- 
000 acres of the Spanish varteties 
will be harvested and about 48,000 
of the funner varieties will also 
be gathered. The major portion of 
each harvest will be marketed com- 
mercially. The forecast of the pea- 
nut crop shown in .the accompany- 
ing statement is bas on the acre- 
age intended to be harvested and 
not of the total planted acreage. 

The increase in sweet potatoes is 
probably due to the increasing 
market value of tlyis crop as well 
as the improvement “in marketing 
facilities. 

The acreage estimated to have 
been planted to sugar cane /3,¢00 
is made up of 61,000 which is ‘in- 
tended for making into syrup and 
12,000 will probably be used for 
seed cane fof the next crup The 
forecast of production is“based on 
the crop intended for syrup instead 
of the total crop growing. 


Velvet Bean Acreage. 

The increase in acreage planted 
to velvet beans reflects to the ef- 
fort of the farmer to provide an 
easily gathered stock feed. The 
acreage figures quoted for both 
years in the accompanying ‘tate- 
ment refer only to that harvestej 
last year and the probable harvest 
this year.-In addition to ais a 
very heavy volume of acreage 1\/as 
planted to this crop for hoggire 
and grazing purposes. 

The decreases in acreage of the 
remaining acreages named is taken 
to be due primarily to the shortage 
of labor and the extremely unfa- 
vyorable weather conditions which 
prevailed over the entire planting 
season. However, it is a source of 
gratification that in the argregate 
only 6.000 crop acres have been lost 
year. This comparative smal! 
loss reflects on the energy and de- 
termination of the Georgia farmer

“As the case inthe subject of 
investigation, I have fe- 
frained from any public statement 
relative to newspaper articles in- 
sinuating that the American attache 
acted improperly in connection with 
the attempted sale of the maps.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Bell requested 
that his note be published so that 
the entire matter might be present- 
ed in its proper aspect. Later ne- 
gotiations resulted th Mr. Bell turn- 
ing the maps over the Oyama’s rep- 
resentative and thus the incident, 
so far as the American embassy was

Her employers are delighted with her

Does this young woman illustrate the swinging of the pendulum 
which will bring a new girl—one who will bring back some of the old- 
time dignity and gentle womanliness of the olden time and still hold 
with it the buoyancy and joy of youth. 

This particular young woman represents on both sides of her fam- 

ily the best which has been produced by the “Old and the New South.” 
In her delicate features can be traced the resemblance to the face of 
her aristocratic grandmothers whose portraits adorn the walls.

4 What she is doing is so interesting there will be many who will 
watch her career with an admiring scrutiny and hope that such thought- 
fulness will extend itself into every phase of the life of a certain large 
element of today’s young women.

One cannot but detect a note of disappointment in the articles from 
the special writers who went to San Francisco with their searchlights 
out for sensational incidents in which women were expected to figure. 

- It was known that there would be a Jarge delegation of women; that 
they would be there working for suffrage as well as in the interest 
of the democratic party, and they were expected to produce types to 
delight the feature writer and the cartoonist. But instead of that there 
was almost a monotony, it would seem, in well poised, well conducted, 


well gowned women. 

There were no Carrie Nations, no short-haired women with deep 
masculine voices, nor, on the other hand, no easily startled females 
who would run from a mouse. One does not read that shapeless frocks 
or queer frocks were worn, that shoes were large and. unduly flat- 
heeled, or that women carried umbrellas under fheir arms oz dis- 
tributed tracts. 

No one hears that any woman who spoke was rapped down because 
she spoke too long; no woman talked out of turn or tried to talk 
where she was not acceptable. ¥ 
. When they held women’s conferences and disagreed they did not 

‘quarrel, but argued it out, and settled it about as men settle theirs. 
The matter was tabled or the majority got what it wanted. 

It was a very mediocre statement one writer made, that Mrs. George 
Bass, the chairman of the woman’s democratic committee, had worn 
the third day of the convention what she had worn the two previous 
days—a black tailor suit and a becoming close-fitting blue toque.

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Mrs. Frank P. Mcln 
woman from Georgia. 


Mrs, Frank® P. McIntire, of Sa- 
vannah, who has been. elected 
national committeewoman for Geor- 
gia by the Georgia delegates at 
the democratic convention, has 
been identified for a number of 
years with progressive movements 
in her own city and throughout the 
state. 

The recognition of her ability 
which this appointment indicates is 
no surprise to those who have fol- 
lowed what may be called her pub- 
lic cateer. Although she is still a 
young woman—and a very busy 
one as far as home activities are 
concerned, being the mother of four 
children—she has found time for 
much_useful work in that extended 
Sphere which she believes is also 
woman’s sphere. She is perhaps 
most associated in the public mind 
With equal suffrage, for this has 
been her chief interest for the last 
five or six years, and she is one 
of the pioneer suffrage workers of 
the state. She was a charter mem- 
ber of the Chatham county branch 
of the equal suffrage party of 
Georgia, helped to organize it, 
made her maidén speech at its first 
meeting in 1914, and a year or two 
later was elected chairman. She 
was soon afterwards sought by the 
state suffrage organization as its 
leader, and accepted the chairman- 
ship of the larger body, conducting 
its affairs with the same _§ skiil 
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which she had exhibited in han- 
dling the local organization. 

But alth6ugh suffrage has been 
Mrs. MclIntire’s principal work, it 
is by no means the only one that 
she has’ successfully undertaken. 
She is vice president of the Savan- 
nah Women’s Federation and is in 
touch with all of its varied activi- 
ties. She is a frequent speaker at 
public meetings and is always yo tty 
udg- 
ment, clear ideas, quick thfhking 
and resourcefulness are needed.

Every woman of them in San Fran- 
cisco, sent there as a delegate or to attend some specific piece of 
business, was probably more earnestly. on her job than the average 
Man was. 
It is, in a way, something new to her, and she saw it as a responsi- 
bility. There are going to be women politicians, women office-seekers 

‘and women appointed to satisfy the constituencies of many men, but 
- for the present the women which women are going to choose to repre- 
+ sent them are going to be as near the.standard as it is possible for 
- women to be. 

The women who were sent to California were of that type—they 
were up to the standard, and conscientious about what they were 
doing. 

That is the reason there was so little funny stuff for the scribes 
to write—those who wrote justly and who truthfully interpreted 
the attitude and acts of the representatite women in San Francisco.

Local Red Cross Nursing Service 


Mrs. Albert Thornton, Jr., has 
been named chairman of the nurs- 
ing service of the Atlanta chapter 
of the Red Cross by the chapter 
chairman, Lee Ashcraft. Co-operat- 
ing with Mrs. Thornton on the com- 


mittee are Mrs. James L. Dickey, 
Mrs. Spencer Atkinson, Robert 
Parker and R. K. Rambo. The work 
of this committee will be ‘directed 
from the headquarters of the At- 
lanta chapter, 63% Whitehall street, 
and plans are being formulated 
which indicate the committee will 
be doing active work within the 


month. 

“The decision of the Atlanta 
chapter to feature public health 
work on its permanent program is 
giving general satisfaction to Red 
Cross members,” said Mrs. Thorn- 
ton in discussing the plans of work. 
“The executive board investigated 
the permanent work undertaken by 
Red: Cross chapters in many sec- 
tions of the country, and the great 
majority of chapters have adopted 
public health service. 

“We saw in Atlanta a need for 

the work, especially on the plane 
which the chapter has inaugurated. 
“There are many people who in 
iliness desire the aid of a trained 
nurse, who can not afford to pay 
the regular price, but who. still 
A not accept the service as a 
gift. 
“The nominal price of 85 cents a 
visit which will be charged by our 
eight trained nurses removes this 
obstacie or prejudice and we see in 
the system a new factor in relief 
in the public health program.” 


Co-operation With, Other Agencies. 


“Our public health service will be 
entirely co-operative in spirit with 
the city public health department 
and that of other public health 
agencies, and we hope to get our 
nursing service in operation before 
the summer is over,” further said 
Mrs. Thornton. ' 

“Our nursing service will in no 
way conflict with any emergency 


work which the Red Cross holds it- | 
self in readiness to perform at any 


time, for that has always been the 
dominant principle of the American 
Red Cross, which for twenty-five 
years previous to the world war ac- 
complished wonderful work in many 
countries where relief was called 
for, as well as in our’‘own coun- 
ry. 

“The war work accomplished by 
the Red Cross was the greatest re- 
lief work ever accomplished in the 
world. The work extended in more 
directions and went farther than 
any program had anticipated, and 
of it grew various forms of relief 
work in all the allied countries. 

“The Red Cross continues to ad- 
minister relief in many countries 
which need it, and have asked for 
it, and we see the influences of 
the Red Cross in the general so- 
cial service which is being operated 
in our own country today. 


Permanent Program. 


“The permanent program the At- 
lanta chapter of the Red Cross pro- 
poses is one so far reaching I feel 
sure it will prove an interesting 
one to members.

Four countries that have never had 
suffrage associations until now 
sent delegates to represent these 
national suffrage bodies. These 
countries are Uruguay, the Argen- 
tine, Spain and Greece. “As there 
are only fifty-two or three coun- 
tries in the world, the representa- 
tion of thirty-five of them at the 
congress was phenomenal and in- 
dicative of the new value given to 
women’s possible political contribu- 
tion the world over.” 


Work Among 
Negro Illiterates. 


The total enrollment of negroes 
in Atlanta who entered the illit- 
eracy classes up to date are 914. 

Of the number taught 771 made 
progress, while 300 were taught to 
read and to write well. Specimens 
of their work were submitted to 
Commissioner of Education Brittain 
and the state illiteracy commission. 


There have been twenty-nine 
teachers who have taught in the 
various classes. Eight of these 
were volunteers and twenty-one 
were paid. The board of education 

aid nine of the’ teachers, the 
Yeighborhood union (a colored in- 
stitution) paid one and Mr. John A. 
Manget paid fourteen. 

The classes have been held in 
schoolhouses and churchés and it is 
largely due to the faithful work of 
Lonie D. Shivery, supervisor of the 
illiteracy classes, that they have 
proved sO successful and that there 
are at present two permanent night 
classes among the negroes of At- 
lanta. | 

In these illiteracy classes the stu- 
dents range from 78 years of age 
to 18.

Within one year after 
federal recognition has been given 
the unit must enroll and maintain 
an enlisted strength of at least 65 
men, which is prescribed as the 
minimum of maintenance.

ments in the national guard will be 
for a period of three’ years with the 
privilege of subsequent enlistments 
for a perid of one year each. 

The chief of the militia bureau | 
at Washington will be a national! 
guard officer, instead of a regular‘ 
army man, after January 1, 1921, 
and the national guard will have 
actual r > apres ct eg upon the n- 
eral staff committees and will be 
an active and important factor in 
formulating the plans of reorgan- 
ization and regulations for their 
maintenance. 

The pay for both officers and 
men is more liberal than before. The 
new law divides all enlisted men 
into seven grades, specifies the per- 
centage of total enlisted strength 
in each and the monthly rates of 
pay for each grade. In addition 
enlisted men may be rated as s 
cialists and receive pay therefo 
The pay for national guard offi. 
cers has been greatly increased. 
They will receive regular drill pay 
at the rate of one-thirtieth of the 
monthly base pay for their grades 
as prescribed for the regular army 
for each regular drill attendance.

From Houston I drifted to Galves- 
ton.

CARING FOR 
10,000 CHILDREN. 


-Miss Harrison, who sailed. for mu: 
rope last Janugry to act as assistant 
director of thé Junior Red Cross for 
Czecho-Slovakia, reported to national 
headquarters that she has. made prep- 
arations for summer colonies in which 
not less than 10,000 children will be 
given plenty of fresh air and sunshine, 
wholesome food and nursed back to 
health and strength. In her report 
Miss Harrison said: “This summer 
will be a very busy one. The differ- 
ent societies are planning to Ssenu 
10,000 children to summer colonies. 
We have agreed to establish the 
‘health game’ in all the colonies with 
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a careful system of inspection. The 
American Red Cross has promiseu ww 
send out a lot of clothing, towels, 
wash cloths, soap and tooth brusuta, 
so that we can really teach cleanli- 
ness. On April 1 we started a three 
months’ course for the leaders.” 

This young Georgia woman had a 
most interesting experience in her 
search for locations for the summer 
colonies which will be largely under 
the direction of the American Junior 
Red Cross. In writing of this she 
says: “The last of February found 
me in a tiny room in the mountains. 
I left Prague with a Czech girl as in- 
terpreter. We are inspecting castles 
and empty buildings for the vacatiou 
schools. Today we visited the grand- 
est castle I ever hope to be in, It 
belonged to some Austrian nobleman. 
It contains innumerable rooms, hand- 
somely furnished. Evé@rything was 
spotlessly clean, although the family 
had not lived there for years. There 
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was a broad, glassed-in veranda run- 
ning the whole length of the inside 
court, where a half hundred children 
could sleep; a big kitchen, a bathing 
room and another veranda where the 
children could eat. The grandest sit- 
uation on a very high hill, with a 
lovely park. 


OFFERED CASTLE 
TO LIVE IN. 


“In another town we went to a cas- 
tle and found the Grafin Walderde liv- 
ing there with his sister. He received 
us very coldly at first, but soon be- 
came very cordial. Showed us the 
house and gave us delicious tea and 
cakes (table cloth and napkins all 
embroidered with a crown), anu is:

Miss Harrison conducted a very suc- 
cessful health camp in Czcho-Slovakia 
last summer; and it was because of 
her success in that work that sliie was 
induced to return to Europe and take 
active management of the Junior Red 
Cross program in that country this 
year. She has been asked by the 
authorities to ald in the organization 
of a Junior Red Cross of Czecho- 
Slovakia, which is to be called 
“Czech Heart,” signifying that the 
children are the heart of a nation.

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Meanwhile, on the other side of the 
Atlantic,-@ great organization had 
been created under the able direction 
of Rear Admiral Albert Gleaves. As 
soon as war was declared the work 
was begun of converting into trans- 
ports those German merchant ships 
which had been interned in American 
ports. The successful completion of 
this work was, in itself, a great tri- 
umph for the American navy. Of the 
vessels which the Germans had left in 
our hands, seventeen at New York, 
Boston, Norfolk and Philadelphia, 
seemed to be adapted for transport 
purposes, but the Germans had not in- 
tended that we should make any such 
use of them. ‘ 

Condition Indescribably Bad. 

The condition of these ships, after 
their German custodians had left, was 
something indescribable; they reflect- 
ed great discredit upon German sea- 
manship, for it would have been im- 
possible for any people which really 
Joved ships to permit them to dete- 
riorate as had these vessels and to be- 
come such cesspools of filth. For 
three years the Germans had evident- 
ly made no attempt to clean them; 
the sanitary conditions were so bad 
that our workmen could not sleep on 
board, but had to have sleeping quar- 
ters near the docks; they spent weeks 
ecrubbing, scraping and disinfecting, 
fin c finally successful effort to make 
the ships suitable habitations for hu- 
man beings. Not only had the Ger- 
mans permitted such liners as_ the 
Vaterland and the Kronprinzessin Ce- 
eile to go neglected but on their de- 
parture, they hac attempted in many 
cases to injure them in all conceiv- 
able ways. The cylinders had been 
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broken, engines had been smashed, 
vital parts of the machinery had been 


removed and thrown into the _ sea,. 


ground glass had been placed in the 
oil cups, gunpowder ‘had been placed 
in the coal—evidently in the hope of 
causing explosions when the vessels 
were at sea-—and other damage of a 
more subtle nature had been done, it 
evidently being the expectation that 
the ships ;would break down when on 
the ocean and beyond the possibility 
of repair. Although our navy yards 
had no copies cf the plans of these 
vessels or their machinery—the Ger- 
mans having destroy.” them all—and 
although the missing parts were of pe- 
culiar German design, they succeeded 
in an incredibly stort time in making 
them even better ar speedier vessels 
than they had ever been tcfore. 
Renaming the Boats. 

The national sense of humor did not 
fail the transport service when it 
came to rechristen these ships; the 
Prinzess Irene became the  Poca- 
hontas, the. Rhein, the Susquehanna; 
and there was also an ironic justice In 
the fact that the Vaterland, which 
had been buik by the Germans partly 
for the purpose of transporting troops 
in. war, actually fulfilled this mission, 
though not quite in the way which 
the Germans had anticipated. We 
called in all available vessels from 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts and 
the Great Lakes; England stripped 
her trade route to South America, 
Australia and the East, and France 
and Italy also made their contribu- 
tions. Of all the American troops 
sent to France from the beginning of 
the war, the United States provided 
transports for 46.25 per cent, Great 


Britain for 51.25, the remainder being 
porvided by France and Italy. Of 
those sent between March, 1918, and 
the Armistice, American vessels car- 
ried 42.15 per cent, British 55.40 per 
cént. (These figures are taken from 
the annual report of the secretary of 
the navy for 1919, page 207.) 


Two American Battle Squadrons in 
Europe. 

Yet there was one element in the 
safe transportation of troops which 
was even more fundamental than 
those which I have named. The basis 
of all our naval operations were the 
dreadnaughts and the battle cruisers 
of the Grand Fleet. It was this aggre- 
gation, as I have alreacy indicated, 
which made possible the op?2ration of 
all the surface ships that destroyed 
the effectiveness of the submarines. 
Had the Grand Fleet suddenly disap- 
peared beneath the waves, all ‘these 
offensive craft would have been driv- 
en from the seas, the Allies’ sea lines 
of communication would have been 
cut, and the war would have ended in 
Germany’s favor. From the time the 
transportation of troops began the 
United States had a squadron of five 
dreadnaught battleships constantly 
with the Grand Fleet. The following 
vessels performed this important 
duty: the New York, Captain C. F. 
Hughes, afterward, Captain E. L. 
Beach; the Wyoming, Captain H. A. 
Wiley, afterward Captain H. H. Chris- 
ty; the Florida,’ Captain Thomas 
Washington, afterward, Captain M. M. 
Taylor; the Delaware, Captain A. H. 
Scales; the Arkansas, Captain W. H. 
G. Bullard, afterward Captain L. R. 
de Steiguer; and the Texas, Captain 
Victor Blue. These vessels gave this

What the Map Showed. 


A reference to the map which ac- 
companies this article will help the 
reader to understand why our trans- 
ports were able to carry American 
troops to France so successfully that 


not a single ingoing ship was ever 


struck by a torpedo. This diagram 
makes it evident that there were two 
areas of t®e Atlantic through which 
American shipping could reach its 
European destination. The line of 
division was about the forty-ninth 
parallel of latitude, the French city 
of Br@st representing the most famil- 
jar landmark, From this point south- 
ward extending as far as the forty- 
fifth parallel, which corresponds to 
the lecation of the city of Bordeaux, 
is a great stretch of ocean, about 200 
miles wide. It includes the larger 
part of the Bay of Biscay, which forms 
that huge indentation with which our 
school geographies have made us 
Americans so familiar, and which has 
always enjoyed a particular fame for 
its storms, the dangers of its coast, 
and the sturdy and independent char- 
acter of the people on its shores. The 
other distinct area to which the map 
calls attention extends, northerly from 
the forty-ninth parallel to the fifty- 


on the extreme south- 


nel, and includes both’ the French 
channel ports, the British ports, the 
southern coast of Ireland, and the en- 
trance to the Irish sea. Tht width of 
this second section is very nearly the 
same as that of the one to the south, 
or about 200 miles. 

I have thus far had little to say of 
the Bay of Biscay section because, 
until 1918, there was comparatively 
little activity in that part of the 
ocean. For every ship which sailed 
through this »ay I suppose that there 
were at least 100 which came through 
the Irish sea and the English channel. 


Through the Bay of Biscay. 


The fact that we had these two 
separate areas and that these two areas 
were so different in character, is 
what made it possible to send our two 
million soldiers to Fraace ~ithout los. 
ing a single .nan. From March, 1918, 
to the conclusion of the war, the 
American and British navies were en- 
gaged in two distinct transport opera- 
tions. The shipment of food and mu- 
nitions continued in 1918 as in 1917, 
and on an even larger scale. With 
the passing of time the mechanism of 
these mercantile convoys increased in 
efficiency, and by March, 1918, the 
management of this great transporta- 
tion system had become almost auto- 
matic. Shipping from America came 
into British ports, it will be remem- 
bered, in two great trunk lines, one of 
which ran up the English channel and 
the other up the Irish sea. But when 
the time came to bring over the 
American troops, we naturally select- 
ed the area to the south, both because 
it was necessary to send the troops to 
France and because we had here a

instructions received from the soviet 
government.

by it to Ekaterinburg, two women and 


nine soldiers belonging to the guards 
of the czar and his family. They were 
all charged with the “murder of Nich- 
olas Romanoff, his consort, Alexandra 
Feodorowna, and their daughters, Olga.

hold.” 
There is no mention in thjs indict- 


ment of the former heir to the throne 
or his sister, the Grand Duchess Tati- 
ana. The principal accused, Jakubow, 
declared that the murder had been 


‘committed by order of the social revo- 


lutionary party in Ekaterinburg. He 
declared that the last words uttered 


by the czar were: 

“The bolshevists will be held re- 
sponsible for my death by the nation.” 
The court condemned Jakubow, four 


social revolutionaries and nine sol- 


diers, composing the guards of the for- 
mer czar, to death by shooting: The 
sentence was immediately executed. 
As I have pointed out repeatedly in

that the czar is alive or that any mem- 


bers of his family have escaped, but I

Dallas, Texas, organized under the 
auspices of the Consumers Housewives 
Chamber of Commerce and started 


June, 1¥1¥. 

In September the gevernment, re- 
ported Dallas had reduced the cost of 
living 4 per cent. . Gradually other 
cities followed until the state was 
organized in November, 1919. In Jan- 
uary, 1920, the department of ‘justice 
took over the work end now every 
section of Texas hag an active cam- 
paign on education, thrift and econ- 
omy. Dallas has just put on a “made- 
over-garment atyie show.” 


Texas. 

Imphasis is put on patching and 
darning instead of fancy work. in 
Austin “pride is swallowed and last 
spring garments are this spring style. 
Shoe repairing has increased 40 per 
cent. El Paso had a unique day dur- 
ing the save-money-on-meat week cali- 
ed a “eat-a-rabbit day,” as rabbit was 
cheap and plentiful. 

Texas exhibited a H. C. L. roll of 
honor in which it endorsed names of 
merchants or groups who loyally and 
intelligently supported them in their 
campaign to bring down prices to pre- 
war times, 

In Texas the irit seems to be in- 
dividual responsfbility and co-opera- 
tion of massed effort, 

Arkansas passed resolutions not to 
buy clothing against which a war tax 
is levied; as the government has been 
specific in classifying the luxuries, and 
to keep within the scope of what the 
government deems necessities in all 
purchases of clothing. 

West Virginia boycotted potatoes 
until prices were reduced and in one 
county a movement wag started to 
have teachers and children wear uni- 
forms. 

Alabama started the “Patch’em and 


r’em club” and advocated wearing 
garments and refraining from

were given. During April and May at 
all the district meetings of the State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs and aiso 
at the D. A. R. conference talks were 
made on the H. C. L. and strong reso- 
lutions were passed agreeing toe ynite 
in an effort to reduce the cost of liv- 
ing.

Work of Georgia Clubs 
_As Told to Federation _ 


—— 


At the recent biennial of the Genera] 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, when 
each gtate president had two minutes 
in which to tel her gpecial work, Mrs. 
J. E. Hays, Georgia’s president, said: 

Problem in Georgia. 

“The first problem to the Georgia 
Federation this year involved the very 
existence of the federation, The state 
convention endorsed suffrage and the 
anti-suffragists tried to disrupt the 
organization. The weapons used for 
the successful solution of this problem 
were silence aad time. 

“Bince April 6 I have visited every 
section of Georgia, attending the 
twelve district meetings and fifteen 
special meetings. I find the most yital 
problem is education in all of its 
phases. 

“To promote physical education, the 
clubs are encouraging medcal inspec- 
tion and lunches in the schools; child 
welfare, by the endorsement of the 


Ellis health law, which provides for a 
visitin nurse end by co-operation 
with t publie welfare board which 


was created at the request of the fed- 
eration. 

To further Education. 

“To further education the women 

are concentrating upon rural schools, 

One club alone sponsors forty-eight 

schools, sixteen of which are negro 


schools. The federation owns and 
maintains a mountain school where 


, 


*108 children are taught. The federa- 


tion hag a ctudent aid foundation, a 
loan fund of $138,000 which is loaned 
without interest, and also scholarships 
in every reputable school in the state. 

“Our newly-passed compulsory  at- 
tendanee law is being enforced and 
the Elders-Carswell amendment and 
Smith-Towner bill are strongly advo- 
cated. 

“Through the efforts of the club 
women, the ‘oldest chartered state 
university in the United States has at 
last opened its doors to women and 
last week the state president dedicated 


the first woman’s building on the 
campus of the Georgia te uni- 
versity.” 


eapacity for work, our government did 
not hesitate to call upon its women 
power for all kinds of help during the 
war, 

“The material production of our 


women exemplified by the thousands 
of garments, the millions of knitted 
articles and the more than half a bil- 
lion bandages and surgical dressings 
was one of the things to be expected. 
Women have always been the pro- 
ducers along such lines, but the sol- 
dierly women in which all this was 
accomplished was a continual surprise 
and delight. Aladdin’s lamp wrought 
no greater miracles than our women, 
but at the same time she neither in- 
vaded the realm of the sterner sex nor 
relinquished one iota of her woman- 
liness. She has proven herself worthy 
of the trust. 

“But the greatest service and sacri-

There are most attractive 
salons, dining hall, tea rooms, reading, 
writing and rest roomsf"and eighty- 
three bedrooms with accommodations 
for 115 women. The location is ideal, 
as it is in the center of Paris, giving 
easy access to the grand boulevards, 
banks, shops, theaters and the opera.

The Hope of the World. Messages 
and addresses delivered by Woodrow 


“Wilson, president of the United States, 


between July 9, 1919,. and December 
9, 1919, including selections from his 
country-wide speeches in behalf of the 
treaty and covenant. 

This little volume containg a sub- 
ject of vital importance, and if the 
reader will notice it follows the presi- 
dent’s other volumes, “Why We Are 
at War,” “In Our First Year at War,” 
“Guarantees of Peace, International 
Ideals and the Triumphs of Jdeals.” 

The bulk of the material in “The 
Hope of the World” deals with the 
treaty at Versailles and with the 
covenant of the league of nations. 

One of the most interesting speeches 
of the president—one in which the 
whole world is interested—wag his ad- 
dress to the joint session of congress 
on “The High Cost of Living.” He 
made an earnest plea for such legigie- 
tive measures that would be effective 
in controlling and bringing down the 
high prices. He further gaid, “The 
prices the people of this country are 


paying for everything that it ig meces- 


sary for them to use in order te live 
are not justified by a shortage in sup- 
ply,” etc. 

The president’s statement on the 
railway labor difficulties ig another 
interesting chapter, as is also hig re- 
ply to the railway shopmen, 

“The World Is Waiting on Us” was 
the subject of his address made Sep- 
tember, 1919. “A Turning Point in His- 
tory,” etc. 

President Wilson’s last address was 
delivered at Pueblo, Colo., in which he 
made a particular point in explaining 
the six votes of Great Britain and her 
colonies in the league assembly. This 
address should be read by every think- 
ing American. 

In October, 1919, he wrote a letter 
to the National Industrial conference, 
which is another important decument 
entitled “Must Compose Differences,” 
Another interesting and instructive 
paper was his message to congress @e- 
ploring his absence, but giying them 
the benefit of his judgment and ex- 
perience on all the questions that 
would come up before them, This 
message is one in which both capital 
and labor can see the wisdem and the 
justice in his guiding hand. In the 
last paragraph he says: 

“The instrument of all reform in 
America is the straight road of justices 
to all classeg and conditions of men. 
Men have but to fellow this road to 


realize the full fruition of their ob- 
jects and prpents, Let those beware 
who would take the shorter road of 
disorder and revolution. The right 
road is the road of justice and prog- 
ress.” 

The president of the United States 
has given his best for America, his 
pride, and his booksduring his presi- 
dency are earnest and strong appeals 
for his people, for his country, and no 
one can read these addresses without 
feeling that he has given his heart and 
hand to the world-wide work of read- 
justing the problems of this great na- 
tion.
